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1.  INTRODUCTION 

This  report  describes  a  cordon  count  conducted  by  3HK  &.  Associates  for  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  count  includes  a  tally  of  all  persons  and 
vehicles  entering  and  leaving  a  section  of  downtown  San  Francisco  known  as  the 
Metropolitan  Traffic  District  (MTD).  Auxiliary  counts  were  taken  along  cordon  lines 
within  the  MTD,  as  well  as  freeway  ramps  adjacent  to  the  MTD.  The  count  was 
taken  on  typical  weekdays  in  the  period  from  late  March  to  early  3une,  1983.  This  is 
the  first  of  the  following  three  volumes  describing  the  cordon  count: 

Volume  I:  Executive  Summary 

Volume  II:  Metropolitan  Traffic  District  Cordon  Count 
Volume  III:  Auxiliary  Cordon  Count 

This  report  (Volume  I)  is  a  summary  of  the  major  results  and  conclusions  of  the 
study.  Volume  II  contains  detailed  counts  for  all  MTD  cordon  stations,  and  Volume 
III  provides  detailed  counts  for  each  of  the  auxiliary  cordon  stations. 

This  is  the  fourth  cordon  count  of  the  MTD,  the  previous  counts  being 
conducted  in  October,  19^7,  July,  1959,  and  July-August,  1965.  The  information 
derived  herein  has  the  following  immediate  uses: 

1.  The  detailed  information  on  the  number  of  persons  entering  and 
leaving  the  downtown  area,  their  mode  of  travel,  and  the  time 
and  location  of  their  entry  and  exit  is  helpful  in  assessing  needs 
for  immediate  traffic  and  transit  improvements. 

2.  The  changes  in  the  above  mentioned  factors  over  the  years 
helps  to  establish  traffic  and  transportation  trends  which  are 
needed  to  plot  the  growth  of  the  downtown  area. 

3.  The  information  on  the  accumulation  of  persons  and  vehicles  is 
a  necessary  adjunct  of  interview  data  and  is  needed  in  planning 
parking  facilities. 

^.  The  counts  furnished  by  this  survey  can  be  used  to  compare  and 
check  the  accuracy  of  other  counts  which  are  conducted  in  the 
study  area. 
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This  Executive  Summary  is  divided  into  three  chapters.  Chapter  Two 
describes  the  cordon  count  and  the  procedures  used  to  gather  the  data.  Chapter 
Three  presents  a  summary  of  results  including  total  counts  for  the  entire  MTD 
cordon  line  and  comparisons  to  previous  cordon  counts.  More  detailed  information  is 
presented  in  Volumes  II  and  III. 
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2.  METHODOLOGY 

The  cordon  count  tabulated  all  persons  and  vehicles  crossing  the  cordon  lines 
on  a  typical  weekday  in  March  -  3une,  1983.  Figure  2-1  shows  the  cordon  lines.  The 
MTD  cordon  line  was  changed  slightly  from  that  used  in  previous  cordon  counts.  It 
was  moved  from  the  west  side  to  the  east  side  of  Gough  Street  between  Golden  Gate 
Avenue  and  Pine  Street.  It  was  also  moved  from  the  east  side  to  the  west  side  of 
Fifth  Street  between  Bluxome  Street  and  Berry  Street.  The  counting  period  ran 
from  6:00  AM  to  7:00  PM,  and  data  was  collected  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Thursdays.  Counts  were  tabulated  in  half-hour  periods.  The  counts  were  carried  out 
by  field  members  hired  specifically  for  this  study.  A  total  of  160  stations  were 
surveyed,  including  106  along  the  MTD  cordon  and  5^  auxiliary  stations.  Data  for  7 
additional  stations  was  collected  from  other  sources. 

Vehicles  were  counted  at  all  streets  crossing  the  cordon  lines  and  were  broken 
down  into  the  following  categories: 

1 .  Autos  (including  pickup  and  panel  trucks) 

2.  Taxis 

3.  Vanpools  (counted  only  during  the  peak  periods) 

^.  Local  Transit  (MUNI  Subway,  MUNI  Buses,  and  Jitneys) 

5.  Commute  Transit  (Samtrans,  AC  Transit,  and  Golden  Gate 
Transit) 

6.  Other  Buses 

7.  Two-axle  Trucks  (vehicles  with  two  axles  and  six  or  more  tires) 

8.  Three-axle  Trucks  (vehicles  with  three  or  more  axles) 

9.  Motorcycles 

10.  Bicycles 

All  freeway  ramps  exiting  or  entering  the  cordon  areas  were  also  counte  1. 
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Person  counts  were  tabulated  at  all  streets  crossing  the  cordon  lines  and  at 
transit  terminals  within  the  MTD.  Persons  counted  were  subdivided  into  the 
following  categories: 

1.  Auto  Passengers 

2.  Taxi  Passengers 

3.  Vanpool  Passengers 

k.  Local  Transit  Passengers 

(Including  MUNI  buses,  MUNI  subway  and  jitneys) 

5.  Commute  Transit  Passengers 

(Including  Samtrans,  AC  Transit,  Golden  Gate  Transit,  BART,  Southern 
Pacific  Commuter  Rail,  and  Ferries) 

6.  Other  Bus  Passengers 

7.  Two-axle  Truck  Passengers 

8.  Three-axle  Truck  Passengers 

9.  Motorcyclists 

10.  Bicyclists 

11.  Pedestrians 

Rather  than  counting  each  person  in  each  vehicle,  average  occupancy  rates  were 
established.  Person  counts  were  calculated  by  multiplying  the  number  of  vehicles  by 
the  occupancy  factor.  Separate  occupancy  rates  were  established  for  autos,  taxis, 
2-axle  trucks,  3-axle  trucks,  and  motorcycles.  However,  person  counts  for  vanpools, 
buses,  and  MUNI  subway  cars  were  estimated  visually.  Occupancy  rates  were 
applied  uniformly  throughout  the  area,  except  for  ramps  leading  to  the  Bay  Bridge. 
Counts  of  occupancy  showed  that  auto  occupancy  was  significantly  higher  than 
average  on  these  ramps  in  the  peak  periods  in  the  peak  direction.  Person  counts  at 
the  ferry  terminals.  Southern  Pacific  Depot,  and  the  BART  subway  were  not 
manually  counted,  but  taken  from  estimates  of  patronage.  Pedestrians  were 
counted  at  all  stations  except  the  auxiliary  cordon  lines  within  the  MTD  (south  of 
Market  Street  and  west  of  Powell  Street). 
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3.  SUMMARY  OF  RESULTS 

This  chapter  highlights  the  results  of  the  1983  San  Francisco  Cordon  Count.  It 
is  presented  in  two  sections.  The  first  section  shows  results  and  summaries  of  the 
1983  count.  The  second  compares  these  results  to  the  results  of  previous  cordon 
counts.  Each  section  includes  a  written  description  as  well  as  tables  and  figures 
which  provide  additional  information. 

SUMMARY  OF  THE  1983  CORDON  COUNT 

The  goal  of  the  cordon  count  was  to  count  each  vehicle  and  person  entering  or 
leaving  the  MTD  on  a  typical  weekday.  Every  attempt  was  made  to  produce  a 
comprehensive  count.  However,  for  various  reasons,  certain  groups  escaped  being 
counted.  These  include  the  following  modes  of  travel: 

1.  Excursion  ferries  to  Alcatraz,  Angel  Island,  and  Tiburon. 

2.  Other  commercial  and  private  boats  which  dock  in  the  MTD. 
(Commuter  ferries  operated  by  Golden  Gate  Transit  and  the  Red 
&  White  Fleet  were  counted). 

3.  Helicopters. 

Pedestrians  crossing  at  mid-block  locations. 

It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  number  of  persons  and  vehicles  in  these  groups  is 
insignificant  compared  to  the  total  cordon  count. 

Users  of  this  report  should  also  be  aware  that  the  following  unusual  events 
transpired  during  the  cordon  count  period: 

1.  A  reconstruction  of  the  MUNI  cable  car  system  was  ongoing 
throughout  the  count  period.  Cable  cars  were  not  operating 
during  this  time.  Construction  along  Powell  St.  and  California  St. 
reduced  the  level  of  traffic  along  these  streets  and  probably 
increased  traffic  along  neighboring  streets. 
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2.  A  strike  of  Samtrans  bus  drivers  came  into  effect  on  April  20  and 
continued  through  the  count  period.  All  but  three  lines  leading 
into  the  MTD  were  out  of  operation.  Vehicle  traffic  on  streets 
counted  after  the  strike  may  be  somewhat  higher  than  usual. 
Data  for  BART  and  Southern  Pacific  Commuter  Rail  Transit  was 
collected  before  the  strike. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned  events,  the  counts  can  be  considered  to  be  taken  on 
typical  weekdays. 

The  cordon  count  results  indicate  that,  between  6  AM  and  7  PM  on  a  typical 
weekday,  approximately  380,000  vehicles  enter  and  360,000  leave  the  MTD.  Of  the 
vehicles  crossing  the  MTD  cordon  on  city  streets,  39%  cross  the  north  side  of  the 
cordon,  38%  cross  the  west,  and  23%  cross  the  south  side.  Person  trips  crossing  the 
MTD  cordon  line  include  about  865,000  entries  and  809,000  departures.  During  the 
6  AM  to  7  PM  count  period,  the  majority  of  travelers  (56%)  cross  the  cordon  line  in 
automobiles,  while  the  remaining  ^^^■%  are  split  among  various  modes  of  travel. 
Auto  occupancy  along  the  cordon  line  averages  1.^0  persons  per  vehicle.  On  the 
following  pages,  tables  and  graphs  provide  more  detailed  summaries  of  the  counts. 

COMPARISONS  TO  EARLIER  CORDON  COUNTS 

A  number  of  significant  transportation  system  changes  have  occurred  since  the 
previous  cordon  count  in  1965.  BART  and  the  MUNI  light  rail  system  were  put  into 
operation,  a  new  freeway  was  constructed  (1-280),  and  many  streets  have  undergone 
operational  changes  (e.g.  from  two-way  to  one-way  status).  Bus  service  operated  by 
Golden  Gate  Transit  and  Samtrans  and  commuter  ferry  service  have  also  been  added 
since  1965.  Meanwhile,  the  MTD  and  the  entire  Bay  Area  have  experienced  a  great 
deal  of  growth.  Other  significant  factors  which  have  changed  urban  transportation 
include  increases  in  personal  income  and  auto  ownership,  the  gas  crisis  of  1973  and 
1979,  and  the  inducements  to  carpooling  and  vanpooling  which  have  occurred  in 
recent  years. 

In  comparing  the  1983  cordon  count  to  previous  counts,  it  is  important  to  note 
the  different  periods  of  the  day  which  were  counted  in  each  study.  The  1983  count 
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extended  from  6  AM  to  7  PM,  the  19^^/  and  1959  count  from  7  AM  to  7  PM,  and  the 
1965  count  from  10  AM  to  6  PM.  The  1965  count  excluded  the  morning  peak  period; 
therefore,  it  makes  more  sense  to  compare  previous  counts  of  persons  and  vehicles 
leaving  the  MTD  than  entering. 

A  comparison  of  previous  counts  (between  10  AM  and  6  PM)  indicates  the 
following  conclusions: 

1.  Vehicular  traffic  has  decreased  slightly  since  1965  (about  3.7%). 
This  reverses  a  trend  of  steady  traffic  increases  since  19'^7. 

2.  In  contrast,  person  trips  crossing  the  cordon  line  have  increased 
by  about  7%  since  1965.  This  continues  a  steady  pattern  of 
increase  which  has  occurred  since  19^7.  The  rate  of  increase 
appears  to  be  slowing.  The  number  of  trips  has  only  grown  by 
about  0.^^%  per  year,  as  opposed  to  a  growth  rate  of  1.5%  per  year 
between  1959  and  1965  and  a  growth  rate  of  1.2%  per  year 
between  19'f7  and  1959. 

3.  The  number  of  persons  leaving  the  MTD  in  the  PM  peak  hour  (^^130 
-  5:30)  has  remained  essentially  the  same  through  the  last  three 
cordon  counts  (1983,  1965,  and  1959).  Since  overall  person  trips 
have  been  increasing,  this  suggests  that  the  peak  is  spreading  to 
other  hours. 

^.  The  percentage  of  persons  crossing  the  cordon  line  in  automobiles 
is  61%  in  1983.  This  is  a  decrease  since  1965  and  1959  when  65% 
of  the  persons  crossed  in  automobiles,  but  it  is  well  above  the  '^^% 
which  was  counted  in  19'f7.  Other  modes  have  increased  their 
share  including  commute  transit  and  pedestrian  traffic.  Local 
transit  has  dropped,  however,  from  20%  in  1965  to  1^%  of  the 
person  trips  in  1983.  This  is  a  continuing  trend  which  has 
occurred  since  19'^7.  Some  of  the  decreases  between  1965  and 
1983  can  be  attributed  to  BART  which  carries  many  passengers 
who  would  previously  have  been  on  local  transit. 

5.  The  modal  split  of  persons  leaving  in  the  PM  peak  hour  {^:30  - 
5:30)  has  shown  the  same  pattern  as  daily  modal  split.  The 
number  of  persons  leaving  the  MTD  in  automobiles  during  the  PM 
peak  hour  has  dropped  from  52%  in  1959  and  51%  in  1965  to  ^^9% 
in  1983.  Modal  split  for  other  modes  follow  essentially  the  same 
patterns  discussed  above  for  the  full  10  AM  to  6  PM  period. 
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6.  Auto  occupancy  averaged  I A  persons  per  vehicle,  the  same  as  in 
1965.  In  previous  cordon  counts,  occupancy  had  dropped,  going 
from  1.62  in  I9k7  to  l.^^^  in  1959  and  lAO  in  1965.
